1 . The reply filed on April 3, 2003 is not fiilly responsive to the prior Office Action because 

of the following omission(s) or matter(s): It is respectfully submitted that a number of the 

objections have not been sufficiently addressed. 

In paragraph 0049,'^'the third" should read -a third- as suggested to be consistent and 

clear, particularly since the third embodiment has not been previously introduced. In paragraph 
/ 

0072, "made by metal 54" at the end of the paragraph remains confusmg and maccurate, and it is 

/ 

suggested to simply delete this recitation. Also, paragraph 0072 has been submitted with the 
appearance of two paragraphs which is improper. Finally, paragraph 01 12 remains awkwardly 
worded and thus is unclear as to what is being described; in particular, the clause "as the upper 
blade portion or within a guide member 80 within the carriage C frame 5" appears to be 
incomplete. 

Additionally, upon further review, it has been discovered that in Figure 10, numerous 
lead lines are missing or not clearly provided; for example, see numerals 1, 6, 14a, 15a, 40, 41. It 
is requested that applicant submit a proposed drawing correction in response to this 
communication to avoid a drawing objection in the next Office action.
